Vancouver.—A sensation was caused 
at a joint session of the coasts and 
mountain sawmill men of British Co- 
lumbia, when it was alleged that 
American competitors have taken ad- 
vantage of the absence of duty on 
rough lumber to sell thousands of car- 


loads of dressed lumber in the prairie 
markets without paying duty us re. 
quired by Canadian customs — tariff. 
Customs officers, it was alleged, over- 
looked proper classification of import- 
ed dressed lumber. A strong protest 
will be sent to Ottawa. 

The meeting devoted nearly a day to 
a consideration of the sensation ere: 
ated by competition of Puget Sound 
and Idaho rivals in Western Canada. 
The depression in the iumber trade 
south of the international boundary 
has resulted in the 
kets of the prairie provinces and Brit- 
ish Columbia at prices estimated to 
be lower than actual manufacturing 
costs. A strong committee, entrusted 
with the task of devising ways and 
means to meet the extraordinary con- 
ditions which now prevail, was 
pointed. It will report to the special 
meeting to be held next month. 

Figures prepared by experts were 
submitted. They showed that Ameri- 
can sawmill men have not only in- 
vaded Vancouver and Victoria mar- 
kets, but are actually  underselling 
British Columbia competitors in) Man- 
itoba, Saskatchewan and = Alberta. 
During June and July exports from 
the United States to the four provinces 
totalled forty million and thirty mil- 
lion feet, respectively. A good deal of 
feeling was displayed over the in- 
roads made by Puget Sound millmen 
in the coust cities. 

It was decided not to increase prices 
in the hope that the Dominion au- 
thorities will give some relief to the 
situation, 

The lumber schedules in the tariffs 
of Canada and the United States are 
not affected by the proposed recipro- 
city agreement. They have not been 
changed. 

Despite competition of American 
millmen, the demand from the prair- 
jes for rough lumber shows no signs 
of decreasing.

AN IMPORTANT DISCOVERY 


Skeleteon of An Ichthyosaurus Is, 
Found in Alberta on Banks 
of the Red Deer | 

Red Deer.—A huge skeleton of the 
antideluvian age has been discovered 
recently on the banks of the Red Deer 
river ubout fifty miles east of Olds. 
The discovery was made by Prof 
Brown, of New York. 

The bones of the monster are being 

carefully packed in plaster of paris 
and will be shipped to the east. The 
ichthyosaurus, a carnivorous reptile, 
is not unlike the lizard in many of its 
ways, This specimen is one of the | 
largest known, measuring 35 feet in 
length and being 17 feet high. Imag- 
ine such a monster walking through 
one of our streets today, but the pro- 
fessor assures us that the species has 
been extinet for well onto a million 
years.
